Baſbaw of Bade afliftant, which hath. made ſome diſtaſt- 
ings betweene theEmperour, and .the Grand Signe- 
ours Embaſſador, For although from a:cuſtome at the 
new-inueſtureof Princes, the great:Turke 2/uftaphahad 
ſent both-preſents, and Embaſke to his Imperiall Maic- 
ſtic, as he by the name of Ceſar had begun with him:yecr 
were they deliuerd in Y7erra, and had not diſpatch, as 
they expected,the Emperour prerending the Dyct of 
Hungary, andthe Palatine who ſtood firme vnto C2ſar in 


hungary denying Bethlem Gaborscoming in amogſt them. 


Theſe things conſidered, and the Tranfiluanian much

But the'two brothers of Naſ/am,Counts Henry and Er- 
x:(ius,with other Engliſh forces lying on theſe frontiers, 
were like fommany riuers let in tea medow ,"etther to 
cleare or ſcowre the ditches, or to manure and fruttific 
the ground, fo that the Enemie could'no way attempt 
any enterpriſe, but they were preſently met withall, and 

eitherſentbackeagaine, orenforced to-keepe their di- 
tance. Aansfied all this while remaineth firmelike an 
impregnablerocke, againſt which the waues may bear, 
bur fall 1n ſunder with their owne violence, till at laſt a 
Treaſon is diſcouered in Exshdez, that the Towneſmen 
meant to- difarme the 300; Souldiers in Gariſfon there 

forthe#Starcs ,-and then to readmit of the Count of 
Freeſlana , who ſhouldkcepe the Towne for the Empe- 
rour : bntthis coniuration was not ſo-pyblickly hand- 
led; nor covertly mannaged: but Aſazsfreld had notice 

_ of the ſame, anddiſcouers itby Letters at the Haze, and 
by word of mouth to Count Erreſtes,wherby that aſper- 
fion of his owne priuate purpoles to corroborate his 
peace; and making diuers moneyes ouer by bills of Ex- 
chanpe in 4artwerp and other places, was quickly wiped 
off,and the States were confident,thatſucha man would 
not laokvponthem with a daring countenance,and w_ 
| ne. 
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neſt aſpe&, and yercartica diſſembling anddiſaffe&ed 
heart.

Bur letting that paſſe as an yntoward blaſt toraiſe vp 
duſt into their faces , that would not bee blinded: the 
States ſend fix men of VVarre into the Swzer Sea,which 
come fo necre, that they could batter the Towne of 
Embden at pleaſure. dansfieldagaineheclies with his 
Armiec on the Veſt fide, and Count. Arneftss with 
ence} thouſand Horſe on the South; fo that without 
exprobrating their perfidiouſneſſe , or intimating rea- 
ſons for this ſuddaine obſeſhon, they demaund:che ren- 
dition of the Towne-and Caftle inte che States bands, 
inferring yet plaufibly, that the Enemie ſhouldhaue no 
ſuch aduantage, either topreſume to come that way in- 
to Ho/ard, or toaftright them with-holding ofa Town, 
that either might rcuolt,or giue them cauſe of ſuſpition, 
When the Towneſmen, and the better fort of Eb. 

dep, yea ſuchas were imperiall in their hearts, ſaw appa- 
rantly.that the mancel oftheir pollicies was caft abroad, 
and that the Grave v4z, Embaen did not preuaile in his 
pretences, they made no more adoe, but preferred pri. 
uate ſecurity before publique continuancie,or dange- 
rous obſtinacie , and fo ſceing no poſſibility of cither 
thriving in their oppoſition , or expectation of ſuffici- 
entforces and ſupplics., conſidering the maſſe of Bur. 
gers were Proteſtants, and no man'publiquely repined 
at the States goucrnement, they yeelded themſclues to 
Count Erzeſtus, and he quickly furniſhed the place with 
a 1000.

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- 2 Intheivllicy ofthis ſuccefſe, Count Manefeldin- 
uites his friends to afcaſt,and they likewiſe inuite one 
another: for by this time is Colonell XK niphowſes 
cometo the Campe our of priſon at the Hage, and 
the D. of Brunſwick writes to Mansfield letters of gra- 
tification, 'wherein hee aſſures him of Kniphowſens 
urgation,and thatthere is no more to be intimated, 
buethechaticeof war,and an old ſaying,that Des 4a- 
bit,quod ates negat: furthermore, he cals him father, 
and nobly remembers the ſtory of 2uintus Fabiiu, 
and Minutizs againſt Hannibal, as if hee were willing: 
ro doe Marsfieldthat honor to reſemble him to F a- 
_ bircs+1o that whether his brother live or die,hee will 
content himſelfe with the CharaQer of his Lieute- 
nant Generall, . -- 

Now beſides theſe floriſhes of Branſwickes letrers, 
you-muftknow, that in Marsfrelds army were many 
braue Germaxe Lords & Princes, youthfull, forward, 
and willingto adde a nameto their honour by. thcir 
profeſſion, tuch as the Marquis of Badens ſons : Duke 
Wiliam,and D. Weymar of Saxony, divers Nobles of 
Brandenburgh lome of Brunſwick, ſome of all places, 
who being yonger brothers, had yer ſo much courage 
& ſpirit to outface wants & diſcontentments by ho- 
norable endeauors, and induſtry, wherein they were 
ſo fortunate in their apprehenfions, that they lighted 
vpon Marsficlds vertues,and expoſed them to them- 
ſelues forimiration : as his diſcipline,courage,repo- 
ſedneſſe,pat ience, endurances, and aboue all his for- 
tune, which is no ſmall apriviledge in heroick enter. 
priſe :bur al rogerher caried ſuch a Maieſty and reue- 
rence,that they quietly ſubmitred to his gouernance, 
and confeſſed, that hethat would rule and cometo_ 

catneſſe, muſt know how to obey and receiuc in- 

uCtions from others. |

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But amonght all the reft, Menxficld felefted for his 
Sergeant Matar, a brauefouldier,.and of great expe; 

rience:a man vndanted with affliftion,and vamoued: 

with the toiles of his trauell:for in truth he was amo- 

rous.and according tothe Rexters faſhion;bad an An- 

tidote for the poiſon-of incoueniences, ayong,beau- 

- tifull and handſome Lady to retire vnto,and after his 
turmoiles & laborious ſweats, toſolace himſelf with- 
all: ſhe lay in his boſome, and helay in her heart, yea 
he impurcd the acquiſition of all his fame and chter- 
priſes to her loue,and reſpect of his honor.

Now you mult alſo conſider, that the States of 
Holland having their fleets and nauies diſperſed euc- 
ry where,and watching the King of Spazres ſhippes in 
cucry pjace,it was thought fit by the counſel of war, 
and the treaſurers to hire divers Engliſh &. Scottiſh 
Botromes to-conuoy their treaſure to Callzs, that ſoit 
might be tranſported to Bruſſels & Antwerp: whereby 
this. Michaelnas they haue receiued abouec 150000 
pound ſterling,ando pined their gariſons, ro whom 
money was welcome,though bur in part, which as it 
ſhould ſeeme added courage to their former willing- 
nefſe : for many ſouldiers repaired to. Gawnt from 
whence 3000. made a ſally. roward Slice, 'bur the 


. States beſides their continuall ſuſpition had _ 
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ofthe fame, and fot onely prepared the 'Gariſons, 
 burbrought theirmen of warre on both: ſides of the 
bahke,arid-made the encmy retire,asfoonc as he ap- 
pearcdin fight; and fo there was-no'furtherbarme 
done, then onely to giue them-notice whatharme 
might haue beene -done.

- Notwithſtanding,ſfuch was the induftry of theſe 
men,that by priuat conference with ſome or other, 
they colle&ed theſe particulars. 1. That the SubieQs 
of the States , ſhould conuerſc and trafficke freely 
with the Subie&s ofthe Empire. 2, Thatthe Empe- 
 rordemandedthe rendition of all ſuch townes , as 
were mectcly 1periall,or had any way bought our

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their Freedomes by mony.3.That the States ſhould 
repay ſach money, as were owing to the Imperiall 
Chamber, in therime ofthe Emperour Matthias, 
when he was their Gouernour, 4.

Theſe Conditions, or Articles, were publikely 
madeknowne to the Lords atthe Hage,who ſeemed 
ro ſmile at rheſe demands, thatby reaſon of ſome 
ſmall preuailings by picce-meale, they ſhould con- 
deſcend to that which would ſhake their whole free- 
dome: they werealſo {enttothe Prince of 07repge, 
who lay in ſeuerall Armies in the fields, burnot in. 
 trenched abour Rees, Grol, Braford , Eſtham , and 
the Rhine : as for the befieging of Lipſtat , Patter- 
borne, Goſch, either by the Baron of .1zholt, or the 
States,all is coniefturall , more then the watching 
one another, and ſcowring the Riucrs both of the 
Rhine and MaXe, toproſecute what booty and for- 
raging they can. Mo 

Since Monſienxr Tilly departed ouer the Riuer of 
Weiſer toward Bazaria , it was propounded to the 
Srares the conueniencie of drawing cMarsfield out 
of Freezeland, bit it was as quickly haſht.
